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KYBRY COUNTY IN THR STATR MAY 
HAVB ONR. 



New York, August 30.' — The 
new law permitting counties to esta- 
blish hospitals for tuberculosis has 
proved so popular that it is possible 
that ten years or less will see an in- 
stitution in every county in this 
State. This is the prophesy of the 
State Charities Aid Association, 
which has just sent Mr. Philip V. 
Danahy, Director of its Labor De- 
partment, and Dr. Carrington, of 
the National Association for the 
Study and Prevention of Tubercu- 
losis, an eminent anthority on hos- 
pital construction, to confer with 
the boards of supervisors and other 
bodies in the foUowiiig counties * 
Onondaga, Oswego, Cayuga, Sche- 
nectady and Oneida. The sui>er- 
visors have appointed a special com- 
mittee in the four former counties to 
investigate the need of such a hos- 
pital, and everything indicates 
favorable reports. Oneida County 
has such a hospital, but built on 
almshouse property before the enact* 
ment of the new law framed by the 
State Charities Aid Association, 
which permits their erection by the 
county on other than almshouse 
grounds. 

In order to take care of those who 
will not go to a hospital connected 
with the almshouse, the labor 
unions of Rome have raised money 

Immediately after the Internation- 
al vjougress in Wasinngtou, which 
pronounced the segregation of ad- 
vanced cases the most important 
thing in the prevention of tuberclos- 
is. the State Charities Aid Associa- 
tion gave careful consideration to 
the problem in New York States. 
The new law was one of the results. 

GSNKROUS GIFTS. 

Ontario County has already made 
an appropriation for such a hospital. 
Ex-Governor Odell has endowed a 
hospital for Orange County at New 
burg, Elmira received a similar 
gift from Mr. and Mrs. Rapelyea. 
Poughkeepsie has a model day and 
night camp. 

Buffalo, Rochester and Brooklyn 
have made special provision, and 
many other localities are strongly 
agitating the question. The State 
seems to be awakening to the un- 
necessary death roll of over 16,000 
yearly, due to a preventable and cur- 
able disease.

Another convention — the 23d, 
has been added to the list of the 
Pennsylvania Society for the Ad- 
vancement of the Deaf, and was 
held lit Scranton, Lackawanna 
County, Pa., August 19tb to 21st, 
Inclusive. And, as usual, it was a 
representative gathering. FVom 
one hundred and fifty to two hundred 
attended some of ihe sessions, but 
the lai'gcst atieudance was at the 
reception held in ttie Parish House 
of St. Luke's (P. E.) Church, on 
Friday evening. It seemed that 
every deaf-mute in and around 
Stiranton wasther**. We think that 
every one, who attended the con- 
vention, will agree with us that it 
was as enjoyable and profitable as 
could t)»^ expected. 

Our first suprise and pleasure 
was felt on arriving in the city, on 
Wednesday evening, at 11 o'clock, 
when we noticed at once that the 
city had undergone a great change, 
or, I shall ssy improvement, since 
the last convention was held there 
eleven years ago. It im|»ressed us 
as being a gay little city, and such 
it is. However, a mistake seems to 
have been mad(» in the selection of 
the convention headquarters. This 
was perhaps the only disappoint- 
ment felt by the delegates ; and, 
though it was their right to make a 
change of quarters, they chose to 
remain for the short time of the 
convention. 

The sessions were aurain held in 
the beautiful convenient, and com- 
modious Court House Builoing. 
Court R^Kim No. 1 lieing used. The 
obliging Janitor supplied the desks 
with a ^ood supply of pens, ink and 
paper, which, however, were not 
needled, the Society usinj^ its own 
paper. 

Judge H. M. Edwards delivered 
the address ot welcome. After re- 
ferring to the short notice he receiv- 
ed to make his address, he deli^^er 
ed a vei*y felicitous welcome. 
Among other things, he *' compli 
men ted ihe delegates on their digni- 
fied belavior, saying that he wished 
ill sessions held in that court room 
won hi be as quiet " lie said : ** It 
would be a very delightful thing if 
a Judge could sit down all day and 
have it quiet so he could think and 
could exercise his mind without the 
eloquence, I dare not call It noise,' 
of the lawyers on one sirle or the 
other. I do not see why the human 
race cannot abolish the lanj^uage of 
sound and permit the language of 
signs to take its place. This lari' 
i^uage is expressive and tells its talc 
in a short time. And while I think 
(ifa^ infr'WMia A*'^oH>f "Vft fuJ'^i^aK 
tantzuage ; it must be a beautiful 
sight, although I have known men 
and women who could talk well and 
talk fast to sit side hy side for an 
hour and never say a word with 
their lips, yet by signs they had 
said a great deal." 

The Scranton Trtdh commenterl 
upon the address as follows : 

** The felicitous address of Presi- 
dent Judge Edwards at yesterday's 
convention of tlie [^»nnsylvania 
Society for the Advancement of the 
Deaf, was, f am ixM^ greatly ap- 
preciated by the delegates to whom 
it was interpreted in the sign lan- 
guage. The cheerful tone by which 
it was pervaded caught the fancy 
of those to whom it was addressed, 
and when the Judge designated the 
noisy oratory which is sometimes 
liber "ted in the court room, as 
* eloquence t»y courtesy,* the 
amused smiles of the delegates were 
expressive of their keen enjoyment 
of the gocKl - n a t u red i u m o r o f t h e 
situation. 7'he fact that Judge 
Edwards secured the interested at- 
tention of the assemblage gave nue 
more jiroof of his versatility as a 
s[>eaker who generally knows how 
to say the right thing at the right 
time. The only thing to tie regret- 
ted was that the Judge could not 
talk with his hamls, but he made up 
for the manner by the matter of hi«4 
address which was much enjoyed." 

The opening prayer by the Rev. C 
O. Dantzer, in signs, irnpresw^d him 
still more, so much ho that he drew 
acomparision between sign-talking 
and the noisy cf>urt proceedings 
which often cause him aches that 
linger over Sunday It was a very 
felicitious address, and the smWes 
of appreciation it caused made it 
clear to the Judge that his words 
were interpreted i ight. At the con- 
clusion of another welcome from 
Mr. Clark, of the Scranton Branch 
and a reply from Rev. Mr. Dantz«»r, 
the convention plunged Into busi- 
ness. Prof. A. U. Dfiwnirig, of the 
Western Pennsylvar 
ed as official interpj s 

M. M. Cochrane, of the teaching 
staff of the International Corre- 
sponrlence School, was appointed 
stenographer. 

The afterricK>n of the first day of 
the Convention was given over to 
pleasure and sightseeing. The 
weather was exceedingly pleasant 
an<l with the exception of for about 
an hour on Friday evening, con- 
ti> n throughout the conven- 

t. 
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that are usually found in similar 
pleasure resorts. It was a delight- 
ful change from th« busy morning, 
and was doubtlessly much enjoyed 
by all. 

Another meetirrg was held in the 
evening, which was very well at- 
tended. It was occupied by the 
reading of the reports of the Board 
of Managers and of the Trustees of 
the Home and took up the great(>r 
part of evening. After it, addresH- 
ea Were made l*y a few [»ersons 
present. Dr A. L. E. Crouter th)- 
livered a feeling address and 
brought messages of greeting 
Mr. Kirkhuff, Miss Briggs, 
Hess and Mrs. Crouter. 

Friciay mttrning, iiroved a 
time again tor the con vent ioii. 
Among the subjects discussed was 
the Society's taking part in the pro 
posed nr*w National F<»derHtion. 
The Board reported negatively on 
the question of sending delegates, 
and was upheld by the Convcsniion, 
yet the Society has not dispos*»d of 
Federation finally. It graciously 
condescends to wait for the report 
of the National Committee t>efore 
throwing up the matter finally. At 
noon most of the people in atten- 
dance, went to the City Hall, a few 
l)locks away to be photographed by 
a local photographer. 

The last afternoon session was 
the busiest one. Just before the 
opening, the President i-«»ceived 
word, from Editor H<>d L'son, of a 
destructive fire on the propt^rty of 
the Gallaudet Hoiu**, and he made 
it the main subject of his introduc- 
tory remarks to the Convention. 
The announcement caused a wave 
of surprise, almost amounting to a 
shock,' to pervade the room, and 
the instant it was given a memt>er 
was cm his feet lo call for a vote of 
sympathy lo the deaf of New York, 
for the loss which their Home suf 
fers. 

Needless to say that it was prompt 
ly given When the Committee 
on Nominations recommended ITar- 
risburtr as the place of meeting in 
1910, a discussion ens:ied and re- 
sulted in the additional nomination 
of Wilkes-Bar re. So now, the 
choice will be made tietween liar 
risburg and Wilkes Barre by the 
Board of Mnnagers which selects 
the place. The Board has not yei 
announced its selection. The Board 
of Managers re-(»rganized by elect- 
ing the same officers with th<» ex 
ception of one. Mr, J. M. Rols 
house, of Pittsburg, was elected 
Second Vice-Presiclent, succeeding 
Mr. Roland M Barker, of Johns- 
town.
